WiHlO’S NEXT? 


So much attention focused upon the recent anti-trust suit brought against 
our Company by the Department of Justice makes it impossible to resist giving 
our opinion. To say the least, the Justice Department is upsetting the athlete’s 
theory that you must keep in shape to win. Mr. Clark is telling business not to 
worry about keeping on their toes and trying to get in better condition because 
he will soften up the well-conditioned boys to make the competition less keen. 

It reminds us of the old cry that went up a few years ago—you remember 
the days—when Babe Ruth was in his prime with the New York Yankees. That 
old cry went something like this: “Break up the Yankees, they’re getting too 
strong.” In those days the Yankees did become strong, so strong and so power- 
ful that they built one of the hardest-hitting ball clubs modern baseball had 
known. They made a lot of money, too—remember, they built the Yankee Stadium. 
Did the owners of other major league baseball clubs depend upon breaking up 
the Yankees? They did not! What did they do? They accepted the challenge — 
went out and did the same thing. The aggressive competitive spirit exhibited 
by the other clubs produced results. The proof of their success is that in more 
recent years Cleveland, Boston and Detroit demonstrated their superiority over 
the New York Club. Improved baseball teams are built by acquiring farm clubs 
and developing young players. Business doesn’t seem much different to us— 
why should it be? 

Paralleling business and baseball one step further—the thing that made the 
Yankees strong, the thing that enabled them to build the Yankee Stadium, was 
public acceptance of the type baseball they produced. This is no different than 
what we find in business. Acceptance by the public—the same public, mind you, 
that goes to see ball games—depends upon the quality of the product we deliver 
to them. If it’s good they will buy it; if the ball team is good they will come to see 
it play. On the other hand, if the product is not equal to, or above, generally 
accepted standards, some other business or some other baseball team, whichever 
you are talking about, will win public favor. 

From an employee’s point of view, we stand in much the same position as 
major league baseball players. We both have gained by bigness in recent years. 
Remember, Babe Ruth and Company were the first to receive big money in ex- 
change for their services. Why? Because the Yankees were the first “big busi- 
ness?’ baseball club in the history of the game. The high salary scale established 
by the Yankees resulted in other teams raising salary limits in order to attract 
the better ball players. Then bigger and better ball parks were built, resulting 
in the players receiving greater comforts, traveling conditions were sharply im- 
proved, and steps taken to provide for ball players in their old age. Again, this 
all sounds like the workings of a big company. It is our opinion that through big 
business, brought about by keen competition and keeping in shape, we, like the 
ball players, have gained much. The evidence is our high standard of living. 


A DOUBLE JOB 


A man was trying on a new overcoat in a clothing store. He asked the sales- 
man if he had any better coat. The sales clerk answered, “If that had a higher 
price tag on it, would you like it any better?” 

The customer replied, ‘That wouldn’t make it a better coat.’ 

A high price is no guarantee of high quality. What most customers really 
want in an article they buy is quality at a reasonable price. In the long run, the 
company that supplies those two things will get the sales. 

Both quality and price depend on the skill that goes into the work and the 
judgment with which the company is operated. The customer gets the benefit 
of quality workmanship at a price he can afford when management and worker 
together put their best into the job. It’s our duty to keep our many customers. 


BO I YOURSELF? 


“Tf you want a job done well,” runs a common saying, “do it yourself.” 
That’s not always true. Take a modern company. It can sell its products only 
if it can make goods better or for less cost than people can do it themselves. 
And within a plant we depend on each other. The main job of some is to 
run machines or to work with their hands. It’s the job of supervisors to see that 
the worl is done on time, and with the right quality. The managers are respon- 
sible for the whole operation. Each group looks to the others to do their part. 
Some things you have to do yourself. But many others we can do far better 
by WORKING together. Working together is the American Way of doing things.

Many of our competitors are larger in their 
respective fields than Du Pont. For example, 
American Viscose is larger in viscose rayon; Union 
Carbide is larger in plasties; Allied Chemical and 
Dye’s nitrogen business is far greater than Du 
Ponts; Eastman is larger in film: Sherwin-Williams 
in paints; Celanese in acetate rayon, 

In the chemieal field the industry is made up of 
more than 7,000 different manufacturers, large and 
sinall, and no single company has as much as eight 
per cent of the total sales.
